It will be r membered that last fall 
an effort was made to secure the par­ 
don of Joseph Mosse, bis friends think­ 
ing th at the sentiment ag ainst him 
for his destardiy crime may have 
abated. This, it is now found, was 
not so, and it only remained to review 
the circumstances of th : crime to 
arouse the people of Dixon ag ainst 
any such action. 
Thejevideoce of the crime was too 
plain to let the murderer free ag ain. 
Mosse is serving a life sentence 
for 
the 
murder 
of 
Frank 
0. 
Thiel, at 
wbat has 
since 
been 
called “ Bloody Gulch,” a short dis­ 
tance south of Dixon. 
Thiel was an 
Elg in y outh occupied here in selling 
books and was murdered by Mosse for 
§ 75 which he bad in his possession. 
There was no quarrel or ill feeling be­ 
tween the two and their acquaintance 
had been short. 
Ic was a deliberate and fiendish 
murder done with a club and a knife, 
and the many wounds on the body of 
Thiel were evidence of a desperate 
strug g le for life on his part. 
During the nay s of the trialtbe 
court roam in Dixon was packed with 
people and even ladders were placed 
to the windows iu an effort to see and 
hear wbat was g oing on, so intense 
was the interest. The trial was before 
Judg e Brown. G 
B. Morrison was 
the prosecuting attorney while S. H. 
Bethea defended Mosse. 
The crime was declared by Judg e 
Brown to be the most wanton and 
cruel ever perpetrated witbin the 
state of Illinois 
Mcsse had made the 
acquaintance or Thiel and apparent­ 
ly they were bosom friends. On the 
day of the crime Mosse induced the 
y oung man to 3tart for the home of 
Blag ue Smith, whom he represented 
was desirous of purchasing books. 
The two left Dixon tog ether, but 
Moase returned alone. 
Inquiry was instituted within a 
few day s. The mutilated body of the 
victim was then unearthed. 
Evi­ 
dence showed that the murderer had 
buried the body under a few feet of 
earth. A dog which nosed about the 
place and then ran bowling from the 
spot, caused tne g hastly discovery to 
be made. 
When exhumed from its 
shallow g rave, the body was found to 
be cut and 
bruised almost bey ond 
recog nition. Deep g ashes made by a 
dull jack knife were found about the 
head, face and shoulders. 
Features 
were 
raanag led 
and 
bruised. 
Dark contusions showed where 
a 
knotted stick had been used by the 
murderer to knock the man iDto insi- 
bility before tne 
fatal blow 
was 
struck. Apparently the criminal had 
attempted to mutilate bis victim be­ 
y ond recog nition to escape his punish­ 
ment if captured. 
In the course of the trial incrimina­ 
ting 
evidence 
was found 
ag ainst 
Mosse. Misstatements upon the wit­ 
ness stand were broug ht to lig ht and 
the chain of evidence constructed by 
the prosecution was most conclusive. 
It was also learned that the dastardly 
crime had been committed to g ain 
p assess! m of only 175 wbich the y outh 
bad upon his person. The spade i.sed 
by Mosse was found; the club was dis­ 
covered broken in two pieces. Theil’s 
watch chain andseveral pieces of valu­ 
able property , upon which could be 
found spots of blood; were upon the 
prisoner when be was taken under ar­ 
rest. 
While entirely circumstantial, 
as none was present to witness the 
crime, the evidence was conclusively 
convincing . 
Public sentiment in Elg in had been 
aroused during the course of the trial. 
At one time a ly nching party was or­ 
g anized in Elg in and it was 
only 
throug h the stratag em of officials at 
Dixon that the crime was not expi­ 
ated with a rope and a tree.

Was Respected Citizen and Leav es 
Wife and Three Children. 


Polo, 111., Sept. 9 —This place was 
thrown into a state of insense ex cite­ 
ment this morning by a trag edy such 
as our city has not before witnessed— 
the suicide of one of its oldest and 
most hig hly respected citizens. 
James Brand, a retired farmer, ag ed 
73 y ears, has for some time past been 
ill In health, on account of which 
he has at times shown much discour­ 
ag ement.

Mr. Brand came to Og le county , 
with his father's family , in 18 40, when 
a lad of nine, and has lived in this 
vicinity ever since.

It may be naturally supposed that a 
fluid so universally distributed through­ 
out the body must constitute a very 
important a rticle of its existence. E x­ 
periments have shown tha t on water 
alone life may be sustained as long as 
fifty-five days, whereas if dry food 
only were g iven death would ensue in 
a quarter of that time, and this in a 
most agonizing way. The terrible ago­ 
ny that shipwrecked mariners some­ 
times suffer in this way will induce 
them to drink sea water, and this adds 
* hundredfold to the uncontrollable 
thirst that induces delirium and death.

In 
his time Governor Ford was one of 
the most noted characters and his 
death in poverty attracted much at­ 
ten tion in the early ‘50’s.
